was in his o ne-hundred and seco nd y ear, 
having been bo rn o n^May 3rd, 179 2. at 
Hartfo rd, Co nnecticut, 
He was the fat n 
er o f fo uJlcen children, and was a So ldier 
in the war o f 1*12, pro bably the o ldest 
pensio ner o n the ro lls. 
It is claimed that 
Mr. Churchill had the distinctio n o f hav 
ing shaken hands with e'very president o f 
the United Staten, fro m Geo rge Washing 
to n to Beniamin Harriso n. 
Mr Church­ 
ill was a great talker and no thing did him 
mo re go o d than to relate the incidents o f 
his early y o uth, and also the incidents o f 
the war. 
One o f his mo st favo red sto ries 
was that in relatio n to his seeing Geo rge 
W ashingto n. 
lie was but a mere bo y 
when liis father to o k him to a big mass 
meeting, and at which Washingto n was 
also present. After a time his father to o k 
him o n his arm and raising him up high, 
said, "Ren, do y o u see that man o vei 
there? 
That Is Geo rge Washingto n, the 
father o f o ur co untry ,” 
Pretty so o n the 
cro wd began to disperse and little Run 
was carried o ver to where Washingto n 
sto o d, 
lie survey ed the great man fo r a 
mo ment arid then said, “ I can’t see any 
thing very great abo ut him, he is o nly a 
man." This little speech so struck Wash­ 
ingto n that he walked o ver to where the 
father and so n were standing, and taking 
the bo y by the hand, remarked 
"Yo u 
are right, there Is no thing great abo ut me” 
and taking a silver do llar o ut o f his po e 
ket handed it to the lad. 
As lie turned to 
go Washingto n said 
"Alway s remem 
ber, iiiv bo y , that Washingto n is no thing 
but a man.” 
The do llar given him Mr 
Churchill carried fo r many y ears as a 
po cket piece, but o ne day thro ugh mis ! 
take he spent it in pay ing his fare o n a j 
bo at.
